Naked Negro Is 
Jailed, Dallas 
May Have Rapist 


DALLAS, Tex., (UP) — A Negro 


nudist — possibly the long-sought 
knife wielder who has been prowl- 
ing Dallas for a month — was cap- 
tured today and police quickly ex- 
ploded his alibi that he was in 
jail when a housewife was murder- 
ed and raped. 


The 
suspect, 
Curtis 
Coleman, 


said he was in jail 15 days ago 
when Mrs. H. C. Parker, 20, moth- 
er 
K>f 
a four-year-old boy, was 


raped and murdered under a dark 
bridge. Before she died, she told a 
policeman. 


"A Negro took me 
under 
the 


bridge and cut my throat." 


Police found that Coleman, ar- 


rested naked only four blocks from 
where another white woman wa.c 
raped three times a month before 
the Parker murder wuj out of jail 
at the time of the murder. 


He had been jailed tho night be- 


fore for drunkenness, but released 
in the morning 
on a suspended 


fine. Ho was rcarrested two hours 
after the murder on a nesv drunk- 
enness charge. 


For months a Negro has been 


prowling Dallas naked and trying 
to get at women. He has raped sev- 
eral. 


Mrs. Parker's murder came only 


a month after the latest case. A 
housewife \Vas raped in her home 
by a nude Negro wielding a knife, 
then forcr/J to accompany him to 
a nearby park where he raped her 
twice more. 


Since the murder many sections 


of Dallas have been turned Into 
armed camps, and nighttime police 
patrols have been doubled 
and 


tripled.
